We do not have to comprehend 
the process in order to enjoy its 
results. I do not understand elec- 
tricity, but I turn the switch and 
the room is flooded with light. 

I do not understand the mecha- 
nism of the telephone, but I call 
the number and I get my friends 
on the wire. 

I do not understand the process 
of digestion, but I eat. 

I do not understand the anato- 
my of the body, but I take the 
doctor’s medicine. 

A woman once wrote a letter 
in which she said, “Before I got 
your medicine, I was too weak 
to spank my baby. After taking 
six bottles, I am strong enough 
to lick my husband.” 

I pray, because of its proved 
helpfulness, but I cannot under- 
stand its mysteries. 

If I never used an elevator until 
I understood how it worked, I 
would stay downstairs all my life. 

If I never used an automobile 
until I understood its mechanism, 
I would have to walk. 

If I never looked at my watch 
until I could make one, I would 
never know the time of day. 

So if I never prayed until I 
understood all its mysteries, I 
would be a stranger to God all my 
days. Nobody knows what takes 
place when we drop a lump of 
sugar in the coffee, whether the 
change is mechanical or chemical. 
All we know is that the sugar 
sweetens the coffee, and that’s all 
we need to know. 

There has never been a great 
moral or spiritual awakening in 
history that did not root itself in 
prayer. At Pentecost, where the 
Holy Spirit came down and where 
the church was born, they held a 
ten-day prayer meeting. 

A prominent man told me he 
had visited scores of churches; yet 
he could not gather from what 
was preached whether the preach- 
er was a follower of Confucius, 
Mohammed, Zoraster, or Christ. 

No wonder crime is rampant 
when they make the individual 
opinion, instead of the Bible, the 
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seat of authority. Rebellion is 
bound to follow. 

No wonder that under this tidal 
wave of materialism, our churches 


have lost 300,000 members. They, 


are trying to divert attention from 
their failure by attacking evange- 
lism—the one force and power 
that has kept the spiritual flame 
alive. 

Prayer is beginning to be looked 
upon as old-fashioned. People are 
not praying today. We are facing 
one of the greatest crises in our 
history. The one thing that will 
save our nation is a sweeping re- 
vival of religion. 

Blackstone said that in his day 
you could not tell from what the 
peachers said whether they were 
heathen or Christian. Yet out of 
all this darkness came the revival 
under Wesley and Whitefield, 
which gave birth to the Metho- 
dist church, with nine million ad- 
herents.

God Stayed the 


Surgeon's Knife

A marvelous thing happened at 
Ochsner Foundation Hospital in 
New Orleans on Friday, March 10, 
when I was rolled on a stretcher 
into the surgery room on the sec- 
ond floor of the Foundation Hos- 
pital. 

I had received instructions to be 
ready for anything and had 
signed all necessary papers okay- 
ing the removal of any part, and 
as much of my lower bowel and 
colon as deemed necessary by the 
surgeons, to remove an infectious 
disease diagnosed as “Krolins dis- 
ease,” or “regional ileitis,” that 
multiple x-rays showed had been 
scattering over a period of four 
months’ illness, while dysentery 
and a chronic diarrhea had pulled 
my weight down to 112 pounds and 
had Jeft my nervous system shat- 
tered. 

I signed the required papers on 
Thursday, March 9, started receiv- 
ing extra blood by transfusion and 
all medical preparation for most 
delicate major surgery. And in 
the afternoon of that same day 
three pastors from Fort Worth 
and Dallas, Rev. Johnnie Ram- 
sey, Rev. Oscar Simmons and 
Rev. Roy Wright arrived to stand 
by. Then on Friday morning at 
5:00 a.m. Rev. Ross Fite and Rev. 
Grover Bishop arrived from the 
State of Arkansas. Rev. Dewie 
Williams and members of Bridge- 
dale Baptist Church of New Or- 
leans were also present to stand 
by. 

What a time of prayer and sup- 
plication to God transpired during 
that night! My room was filled 
with praying Christians until long 
past the deadline for visitors. The 
floor supervisor came in to break 
it up before 10:00 pm. But I 
raised up from my bed to advise 
her not to interfere because “this 
is not a party, but a prayer meet- 
ing.” She obligingly left us alone. 

At 8:00 am. on Friday I was 
rollec into surgery and a ten-inch 
incision was made, giving room to 
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Rev. Ralph McCoy 


pull out the infected intestine for 
operation. But at 5:00 p.m. when 
consciousness had returned,. Dr. 
Alton Ochsner and two. associate 
surgeons arrived at the recovery 
room to announce, “Good news, 
Preacher! We did not remove your 
bowel, only your appendix and a 
“lymph node” for further tests.” 

Those first words alarmed me! 
I have often stood by patients with 
cancer who also had nothing re- 
moved because of the spread of the 
disease beyond the reach of 
surgeons. The thought flashed 
through my mind! And I wondered 
if I might be the next victim 
of the deadly “octupus.” But my 
question was answered in a few 
more words. 

The surgeon said, “Preacher, we 
found the sears and path of the 
disease in your bowel. But we did 
not remove it because it seems that 
at the last moment the disease has 
been arrested, and with the heal- 
ing that we saw we did’ not be- 
lieve it necessary to remove any-

death! The awful truth had grip- 
ped her heart, had burdened her 
soul and had moved her to desper- 
ate action! 


“How can I endure to see the 

destruction of my kindred?” 

She could not endure to see 
them die, to be destroyed and 
cut off from the land of the living. 
She must at all cost see the sen- 
tence of death removed! Our loved 


ones, the lost sons and daughters, 
mothers and fathers. husbands 
and wives, brothers and _ sisters 


are under a divine sentence. of 
death! Hear the Word of God on 
this subject. 

“The soul that sinneth, 
die’’—Ezekie! 18.20. 

“The wages of sin is 
Romans 6:23. 

“Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned” 
—Romans 5:12. 

Something must be done. We 
must, like Esther, get desperate 
and determined. We must take ac- 
tron, The saddest hour a Christian 
shall ever know will be-that tragic 
hour when you bury one of your

lost loved ones and the realiza- 
tion grips your heart that they 
have gone to Hell forever. May 
God spare you from that heart- 
break. 

Esther could have said, “What 
can I do? I am only one young 


woman in the midst of one hun- 
dred and twenty-seven provinces.” 
She could have let her people 
go to Hell but she didn’t. As is 
often said: One plus God is a ma- 
jority. Consider Moses, plus God! 
Gideon, plus God! Andrew, plus 
God! You, plus God! She did not 
allow fear, timidity or lack of 
training to stifle her inward urge 
to do something about the terrible 
plight of her people. 


“How can I endure to see the

There are three tremendous 
thoughts which burden my soul 
when I meditate upon this text. 
The condition of our lost loved 
ones; the concern we should ex- 
perience in our hearts; and the 
commitment we should make in 
order to keep them out of Hell. 


I. The Condition of Our Lost 
Loved Ones 


We will never do much about 
them until we are gripped with 
the awful reality of their condi- 
tion. We must not let our love 
for them, or their love for us, 
or their kindness to us obscure 
our spiritual vision in this matter. 
We must see them as they are— 


lost, undone, unclean and Hell- 
bound. There seems to be at least 
ten different descriptions of this 
dangerous condition set forth in 
the New Testament. 


1. They are lost 

Hear the Word of God on this 
tragic word, “Lost.” “For the Son 
of man is come to seek and to 
save that which was lost”—Luke 
19:10. “But if our gospel be hid, 
it is hid to them that are lost’— 
II Cor. 4:3. 

Oh, how could the blessed Holy 
Spirit ever find a sadder word 
than this? Perhaps the saddest 
word in all the human language is 
the word, “Lost.” Lost to God, 
ost to Heaven, to Jesus, lost 
to the church, lost to service, 
lost to family! If God would help 
the Christians of this day to 
realize the depth of agony and 
tears and tragedy wrapped up in 
that word, we would have the

The Academy Awards 

Some months ago, as soon as 
the academy awards were present- 
ed, we expressed our views in this 
column about the sordid spectacle 
to which Hollywood has stooped 
in portraying vice, vulgarity and 
the like. Now, as evidence that 
our opinion does not stand alone, 
let me quote a couple of other 
conclusions made the day after 
the awards were made. 

Columnist Terrence O'Flaherty, 
writing in The San Francisco 
Chronicle, said: “As the movies 
get dirtier, the Oscar telecast gets 
more antiseptic. Monday’s smooth- 
ly produced TV show was the best 
example of this in recent years. 

“The 2,300 craftsmen of the 
Motion Picture Academy cast 
their votes for prostitution and 
adultery. For a while, it wasn’t 
clear who would get first place— 
the prostitutes or the adulterers— 
but the ladies of the evening won 
out, even though they seldom do 
in real life. 

“Despite the bouffant skirts and 
the diamonds and the Vogue look, 
the whole thing made Hollywood 
look dirty. Perhaps they ought to 
accompany eacn Oscar with a bot- 
tle of “Mr. Clean,” whom Oscar 
closely resembles, 

“The only decent pictures nomi- 
nated for the major. acting 
awards, “The Sundowners’ and 
‘Sunrise at Campobelio,’ were re- 
jected by the members of the 
academy who annually vote for 
the Oscar, the best award of the 
motion picture industry. Instead, 
it went to “The Apartment,’ a 
shoddy, adulterous little yarn that 
was glossed over with a slick pro- 
duction. 

“If the members of the movie 
industry really consider this their 
most distinguished effort of the 
year, then they're sicker than I] 
suspected and we’re all in trou- 
ble.” 

Columnist Judd Arnett, writing 
in The Detroit Free Press, com- 
mented: “. . . I can remember 

. the days when we went to 
the movies anticipating either a 
little good, clean fun or else a 
sortie of drama in which virtue 
ultimately triumphed and honesty 
won its just award. How corn- 
green was my valley! 

“For now it is obvious that this 
was not the ultimate goal, the 
apex of perfection, for the movie 
industry .... How could we have 
been so pedestrian as to suspect 
that purity would always prevail, 
that good guys would continue 
to finish first, that chastity would 


remain a marketable product? 
How wrong we were, how pa- 


thetically naiv 


This year, for example, the 


film industry's highest awards|up of public opinion abroad, four 


went to Miss Taylor for the por- 
trayal of a female tramp; to Shir- 
ley Jones for breathing new ad- 
renalin into the tired old story 
of a fallen angel; to Burt Lan- 
easter for the dash and verve of 
his performance as a preacher 
sloshing with hypocrisy and evil 
designs. 

“Even the ‘song of the year 
told of the determination of a 
call-girl to preserve Sundays fol 
herself. Hurrah for the ultimate 
in unionism. 

“Realism that’s the ticket 
these days. Give it to ’em straight. 
Emote, baby! Down with the pru- 
dish mysteries of the birds and 


the bees. Put it—sex is ‘it,’ as 
Clara Bow decided a long time 
ago—on the line. 

“End simpering doubt. Show 
ourselves before the world as we 
really are—or at least as Holly- 
wood thinks we are.. 

“(Note: On a recent TV round-

said that they had gained at least 
part of their wmpressions of the 
United States from attending the 
movies. Oh goody!) 

“Oh, well... . Another year, 
another presentation of ‘Oscars’— 
and this year more than ever full 
proof that ‘pure art’ has survived 
censorship and has over-powered 
all movements toward decadent 
decency.

Did you learn something special 
Or unusual in Daily Vacation Bi- 


ble School this year? I hope you 
learned more about the Bible. But 
I hope you learned something that 
will help in your own personal 
daily life, too. 

We expect children to learn in 
such a school, but every teacher, 
learns as she teaches, too. I learn- 
ed as I studied for my teaching 


this year. Some things I learned 
as I prepared to teach; others I 
learned from the children, and 
some from other teachers I worked 
with, 

One day last week I told the 
story of the Christian, Philemon, 
whose slave, Onesimus, had stolen 
his money and run away. After 
Onesimus ran away, he met Paul 
and was saved, and then returned 
to his master. The next day in 
reviewing the story I somehow 
mixed the names and called 
Onesimus “Onesiphorus.” Wasn't 
that a silly mistake? I was, of 
course, glad when someone cor- 
rected the mistake. The children 
first learned from me, then cor- 
rected me when I made a mistake. 

Today I learned some things 
about Peter and John, disciples 
of the Lord Jesus, that I had 
not known before. Both were fish- 
ermen, you remember, and both 
apparently loved Jesus a great 
deal. But Peter was the one who 
sometimes spoke before he 
thought, who was hot-tempered 
and sometimes foolish. You fre- 
member he said, “Though I should 
die with thee, yet will I not deny 
thee.” But the very next day, 
because a servant girl and others 
accused him, he swore he never 
even knew Jesus. 

I had not realized that John 
had some of the same fiery tem- 
per. But Jesus called him one 
of the “sons of thunder.” As the 
years went by, John learned to 
control his temper and became 
known as “the disciple whom Je- 
sus loved.” He must have lost 
some of the “thunder” as he be- 
came more dear to the Lord 


Himself, 
After Jesus’ death, you remem- 
ber, Peter was discouraged. He 


was ready to go back to fishing. 
But when Jesus rose from the 
grave and appeared to Peter and 
the others, Peter was ready to 
start preaching again. 

After the Holy Spirit came to 
help him, Peter was the one who 
preached on the day of Pentecost 
when 3,000 souls were saved in 
one day. The Bible doesn’t tell 
us the end of the story, but the 
tradition is that Peter did die 
for Jesus as he said he would. 

But what happened to John, the 
other “son of thunder’? The years 
went by, and when Jesus was 
dying, it was to John, “the dis- 
ciple whom Jesus loved,” that he 
committed the care of His mother, 
Mary. Perhaps if Jesus had a 
“best friend,” John was he. 

And though John showed for 
years that he would be willing 
to die for Jesus, he finally died 
of old age on the Isle of Patmos, 


far away from those he loved. 
It was there, you remember, that 
God told him the things that are 
written in the book of Revelation, 
and which he wrote down for us. 


John, the “son of thunder,” suf- 
fered much for Jesus, but finally 
died quietly on that island. 


Today I almost cried as I talked 
to the children about the great 
joy these two must have felt when 
they met Jesus in Heaven. I think 
Peter, in his great pain, may have 
wanted to die more quickly be- 
cause he knew that soon he would 
see Jesus.

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Pots and Pans / 


Some have said that you can 
tell the quality of a cook by look- 
ing at her pots and pans. I’m not 
too certain what conditions a judge 
would look for—whether quantity 
of cookware, quality, cleanliness 
or what-have-you. <An_ expert 
cookie-maker I know says that 
cooky sheets have to be kept to 
a shining polish if you want to 
make sure your cookies always 
come out just right. On the other 
hand, some kitchen utensils do 
better, I am told, if they are kept 
away from water. For instance, 
some people insist that fried eggs, 
to be cooked to perfection, ought 


to be fried in a big, black cast-iron | 
washed, | 


skillet which is never 
merely wiped clean after each use. 
My husband says his grandmother 
would never let her breadpans be 
put in the dishpan because it 
would make the bread stick. They 
too, were wiped clean and put 
away, never to be used for any- 
thing except for baking bread. 

I have such a motley assortment 
of pots and pans that I am certain 
they would prove nothing except 
that I am a rather disorganized 
housewife! ‘There are  copper- 
bottom pans which require a bit 
of polishing now and then, a few 
stainless steel, and then a peculiar 
collection of other cooking utensils 
which boast no kinship either to 
themselves or the others! 

When I was first married I 
especially enjoyed my shiny new 
copper-bottom pans. I had a rack 


‘up so that they could be promin- 


ently displayed. Of course that 
meant they had to be polished 
every time they were used, but 
I was a bride and every part of 


housekeeping was still very ex- 
citing, so I didn’t object a bit. 
However, I did discover one sad 
truth about copper-bottom pans: 


They heat up very fast, and unless 
one watches them very closely 
there will be burned potatoes for 
dinner! After seven years of mar-

tage I find my copper pans still 
outwit me all too frequently. 


One pan which gets a great 
deal of use at my house is the 
pressure-saucepan. I never get 


over the wonder that inexpensive 
meats can be cooked quickly and 
come out tender and delicious 
through the magic of the pressure 
cooker. When time is at a pre- 
mium, I find the r is wonder- 
ful for getting almost anything 
done in a hurry—potatoes, vege- 
tables, beans, applesaucs Here 
again, the problem is that I must 
watch the pressure cooker rather 
closely. If the pressure is not ad- 
justed properly, or if the right 
amount of water is not used, then 
there is a danger of blowing the 
safety valve. (I’ve had it happen. 
Though the experience is harm- 
less enough, the noise it makes 
and the inconvenience of replacing 
the part makes one want to avoid 
letting it happen twice!) 

Wifen all is said and done, the 
pan which gets the most use at my 
house is the smallest and humblest 
of all. It is not shiny and it cer- 
tainly is not expensive. In fact, 
it does not even claim a match- 
ing lid. It is rarely used in making 
company meals and it never makes 
an appearance at the table like 
some of the fancier, modern “cook 
and serve” 
pan most seen on the top of my 
stove. It is the pan that warms 
the bottles and the baby food. 
It cooks the soft-boiled eggs every 
morning and warms up the left- 
overs. It is easy to clean. Its main

virtue is that it is small and un- 
obtrusive enough to keep on the 
back of the stove most of the 
time, and it is always ready for 
any little job I need to use it for. 
It has no fancy gadgets; it is not 
beautiful. It is faithful.

The Indians Not Je 


By the Editor 


We have a letter from a Penn- 
sylvania man who has been de- 
ceived by the false claims of the 
Book of Mormon. He says he is 
not a Mormon, yet he believes the 
story of that novel which Joseph 
Smith plagiarized and then claim- 
ed was the Word of God. He be- 
lieves that half of God’s revelation 
is in the Bible and half in the 
Book of Mormon. He says, “There 
is not ONE preacher in America 
preaching the ‘full Gospel of Je- 
sus Christ’—simply because he 
either does not posses it or refuses 
to believe it.” 

I do not know; perhaps some 
Mormons have truly been con- 
verted. But they were not convert- 
ed by the doctrine in the Book 
of Mormon. And if they take 
seriously the instructions on the 
plan of salvation in the Mormon 
Church they would not be saved. 

The fact that Mormons take 
another authority besides the Bi- 
ble makes them a false cult. Chris- 
tian Science is a false cult taking 
the writings of Mary Baker Eddy 
as authoritative along with the 
Bible, or rather instead of the 
Bible. Roman Catholics are a false 
cult in that they take the authori- 
ty of the church and the traditions 
of the church and the rules of 
popes and councils as authoritative 
along with the Bible and actually 
often instead of the Bible. There 
is a tremendous curse on anyone 
who adds to the Word of God, 
whether it is the writings of Mrs. 
Mary Ellen White of the Seventh- 
Day Adventists, or an interpreta- 
tion of the great pyramid by 
British Israelites, or the writings 
of Russell and Rutherford of the 
Jehovah’s Witnesses. Revelation 
22:18, 19 says: “For I testify unto 
every man that heareth the words 
of the prophecy of this book, If 
any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this 
book: And if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book 
of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book 
of life, and out of the holy city, 
and from the things which are 
written in this book.” 

God closed the canon of Scrip- 
ture with the book of Revelation. 
To take from it as modernists and 


liberals do, means one loses in the 
part prepared for him in the 
Holy City. To add to it means 
to bring upon one the plagues that 
are written in the book. 

Here Is the em Answer 
“Dear Mr. D. 


June 12, 1961 

I thank you for your letter of 
May 23 and answer briefly. 

I am sorry you have been led 
astray by the foolishness of. the 
Book of Mormon. I am familiar 
with it. I have gone into the whole 
movement very carefully. It is not 
the Word of God. It is not the 
other half of the Gospel. 

One reason we know this is 
that the Lord plainly promised a 
curse on anybody who should add 
to or take from the words written 
in the Bible when He closed the 
canon of Revelation in Revelation 
22:18 and 19. For another reason, 
the Book of Mormon does not have 
the true plan of salvation. For 
another reason, it is historically 
incorrect, as all historians know. 
And all ethnologists know that the 
Indians could not have descended 
from the Jews and are not Jews. 
They are not like Jews in physical 
characteristics. They have not a 
trace of circumcision, the Jewish 
Sabbath, the sacrifices, or any 
of the ceremonial laws, not even 
the Ten Commandments. 

In January I was in India and 
there I found many Jews, dark 
Jews, who went to India back in 
the days of the captivity of Israel, 
long before Christ. They came 
from Babylon down into India. 
Until recently they did not have 
even the Old Testament. But they 
circumcised their boy babies; they 
had the Jewish Sabbath; they had 
Jewish dietary rules which they 
had kept for some twenty-five 
centuries. I ate in such a Jewish 
home; I had some of them con- 
verted in my ministry. No, the 
American Indians are not Jews. 
Neither the Bible nor history nor 
ethnology indicates that they are 
Jews. 

But the serious thing is not that 
you are mistaken on the matter of 
who the American Indians are, 
but that you are mistaken about 
what is the Word of God and what 
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is the plan of salvation and what 
is the true Gospel. That is very 
serious. 

I beg you to study the Word of 
God itself, and when you once get 
settled what the Bible claims for 
itself, you will never again, un- 
less you are a deliberate unbe- 
liever, rank any other book with 
the Bible as the Word of God.

thing but your appendix and a 
lymph node for tests! 

He further said, “The disease is 
of a rare nature, and not the “re- 
gional ileitis” that we suspected, 
neither appears to be anything of 
a malignant nature.” 

Two days later the _ report 
came back “definitely not malig- 
nant, but disease undetermined.” 
These are the words the doctors 
brought to my family who had 
been anxiously waiting for the 
report. We were advised that a 
new series of tests would begin as 
soon as I was able to receive them 
for further diagnosis. 

More than four months have 
passed since I became ill and more 
than a dozen doctors and surgeons 
have studied my case. Every type 
of medicine known to those doc- 
tors, who are among the best in 
Central America and the U.S.A., 
had been prescribed, trying to 
check dysentery and a chronic 
diarrhea that had drained my 
strength and left me helpless to 
carry on my work. 

Doctors and surgeons and medi- 
cal science had stood helplessly 
by. But God “stood in the gap and 
made up the hedge.” The knife of 
the surgeon was stayed! For no 
explainable cause the diarrhea 
ceased. My strength is returning, 
my weight is picking up, and I 
feel myself a complete new man! 

The natural man would wonder, 
and the world would say, “It just 
happened by luck.” But I was 
there! I know what happened: 
GOd’s people prayed. The entire 
constituency of the World Baptist 
Fellowship pastors, many pastors 
associated with Baptist Bible Fel- 
lowship and some with the South- 
ern Baptist Convention led their 
people to pray. 

Mexicans and Central Ameri- 
cans prayed. I believed and trusted 
God, either to live or to die for 
His glory. He saved my soul 
twenty-four years ago, and has 
been saving my life from the hand 
of the destroyer every hour since 
that day. But the greatest mani- 
festation of His physical preserva- 
tion was delayed for this hour, 
when no less than six nations on 
the American continent would 
hear of His grace to preserve His 
servants. 

I trusted Him during seven 
years of travel to some of Latin 
America’s most diseased and insect- 
fested jungles, eating things that 
only natives eat, and drinking 
water from jungle rivers where 
both animals and man bathe and 
drink, in jungles where “water 
purification plans” and “modern 
sanitation” have never been heard 
of, neither would be understood if 
the iliterates should hear. 

I have been put to the test; 
I trusted God, and I contacted a 
rare tropical disease that the best 
of doctors couldn’t control. But 
God never fails those who wholly 
trust. I never dispaired. I would 
never at any moment have recalled 
my days in the midst of filth and 
disease spent in answer to His 
call. 

I will go again. God hasten the 
day! To Him be glory, time with- 
out end. Amen.

God Answers Prayer Through 
Human Co-operation 

We need more prayer sense. It 
takes considerable planning be- 
fore we get ready to pray, “O 
Lord, I want a house.” Then say 
“Amen” with a hammer and saw. 
Or, “O Lord, I want to be a strong 
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Christian.” Then say “Amen” on 
your knees, with a membership in 
a church; otherwise your prayers 
will not create much commotion 
in Heaven, 

We pray, “O Lord, save the 
world.” That’s an easy and cheap 
way. If we are in earnest we'll say 
“Amen” with our hands, our 
hearts, and our money, and really 
get down on our ka@ees and actual- 
ly down to business. 


Bishop Whipple was the Episco- 
pal bishop of Minnesota. He tells 
of an Episcopal clergyman who 
was called to comfort a dying 
girl, The house in which she lay 
was kept by an incarnate fiend, 
who was offended that the clergy- 
man should come to the home to 
pray. 

The woman met him with a 
butcher knife in her hand, and 
told him he could not pray in her 
house. The clergyman had a cane. 
He said, “Madame, I came down 
here to commend this dying girl 
to Jesus. I want you to know that 
I can pray just as well with my 
eyes open as shut. If you stir one 
step while I pray, I will break 
your head with this stick.” 

The woman never budged. I like 
a fellow like that, don’t you? 

Too many Christians are sloven- 
ly in prayer. They are careless 
and thoughtless; they almost 
yawn in God’s presence; they do 
not concentrate their thoughts. 

“How” is one of the biggest 
words in our language. We are all 
curious. We are not satisfied to 
see a thing done, but we ask, 
“How?” That’s why a child likes 
to take a watch apart. 

Too many of us, when we take 
our problems to the Lord, drop 
our prayers before His throne and 
seem to say: “I wash my hands; 
now it’s up to You.” 

We must live and act in such a 
way 
prayers. If a man prays for health, 
he must use every means to keep 
himself well. Some think and teach 
that God has a mysterious wand 
to wave over the sick while the 
patient refuses to cooperate. 

Moody was asked to pray for 
the recovery of a sick preacher. 
“No, I won't,” Moody said. “He 
does ten days’ work in five, and 
eats everything in sight.” 

If a man prays for the ability 
to win souls, he will naturally do 
personal work. 

If a man prays for a job, he 
will read the want ads. 

If he prays for a wife, he will 
go out and meet women socially, 
and not wait for some woman to 


come and say, “Good morning, 
I’m your wife; the Lord sent me 
to you.” 


Some try to make prayer a 
substitute for work. Real prayer is 
teamwork with the Lord. It’s God 
at the front end, leading us on. 
He wants us to be at the back 
end, following. 

Get rid of the idea that prayer 
is a one-power affair where God 
is the conductor and motorman. 


A man was out jin a boat with 
a darky. A storm arose. The man 
became frightened and _ = said: 
“Mose, shall we pray or row?” 
The darky replied, “Boss, let’s 
mix ’em; pray and row.” 

Dr. Norman McLeod, with a 


brother minister, was caught in a 
storm, Dr. McLeod was a big bur- 
ly fellow; his friend was small.

“For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness; 
but unto us which are saved it is 
the power of God’’—II Cor, 1:18. 


8. They are under the con- 


demnation of a Holy God! 
“He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that be- 


lieveth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in 


the name of the only begotten 
Son of God’—John 3:18. 
“And turning the cities of 


Sodom and Gomorrha into ashes, 
'God| condemned them with an 
overthrow, making them an en- 
sample unto those that after 
should live ungodly’’—iI Peter 
2:6. 

Lost loved ones are condemned 
to eternal separation from God; 
condemned to judgment, to suffer- 
ing, to torment. Condemned! as an 
offender, a criminal, a malefactor. 


4. They are under God’s wrath 

“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not 
see life: but the wrath of God 
abideth on him’—John 3:36. 

The “wrath of God” is beyond 
human comprehension. Its inten- 
sity, its awfulness, its terror is 
past finding out. Whereas the 
saved are “delivered from. the 
wrath to come” (I Thess. 1:10), 
it avideth on the unsaved. 

This “wrath of God” is spoken 
of by Paul in Romans 1:18: “For 
the wrath of God is revealed from 
heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold 
the truth in unrighteousness.” 


5. They are spiritually blind 
“But if our gospel be hid, it is 
hid to them that are lost: In 


whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which 
believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is 


the image of God, should shine 
unto them’—II Cor. 4:3, 4. 

Paul speaks of “the blindness 
of their heart” in Ephesians 4:18. 

Jesus said, “Let them alone 
they be blind leaders of the blind 
And if the blind lead the blind, 
both shall fall into the ditch’ 
(Matt. 15:14). 

The reason many of our loved 


ones are lost is that they are al-

also. This makes for a difficult 
and tragic situation, but we will 
not give in to it!

as many as are of the 


works of the law are under the 
curse: for it is written, Cursed is 
every one that continueth not in 


all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them’—Gal. 
3:10. 

Think of it! Under a curse, a 
divine curse! A cursé which is just 
and deserved, a curse which nailed 
Jesus to the cross. 


7. They are spiritually dead! 

“And you hath he quickened, 
who were dead in trespasses and 
sins’”—Eph, 2:1. 

“And you, being dead in your 
Sins and the uncircumcision of 
your flesh, hath he quickened to- 
gether with him, having forgiven 
you all trespasses’’—Col. 2:13: 

Lost people are __ spiritually 
dead to God, to Heaven, to spirit- 
ual truth, to gospel light. Only 
God can give eternal life to the 
spiritually dead. 


8. They are impotent and 
helpless 
Lost people need help, love, 


Sympathy and prayers. 
someone to guide 
darkness into life. 

“For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly’’—Rom. 5:6. 

The poor cripple at the pool of 
Bethesda expressed his helpless- 
ness when he cried, “Sir, I have 
no man, when the water is trou- 
bled, to put me into the pool” 
(John 5:7). The Ethiopian eunuch 
expressed his impotency when he

S:31). 


9. They are without Christ, 
without hope and without 
God! 

“That at that time ye were 
without Christ, being aliens from 
the commonwealth of Israel, and 
strangers from the covenants of 
promise, having no hope, and with- 
out God in the world’—Eph. 2:12. 


10. They are God’s enemies, 

“For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, be- 
ing reconciled, we shall be saved 
by his life’—Rom. 5:10. 

In spite of this dangerous condi- 
tion our lost loved ones are in, 
many wait too late to do anything 
about it. The rich man of Luke 
16 who died in sin and went to 
Hell himself was afterward great- 
ly concerned about his five breth- 
ren, but too late! Judas was sorry 
about his foul deed of betraying 
the Saviour but the damage was 
done and he was too late to save 
even his own soul. 

“Too Late” is the cry of those
